Fighters Must Be Fed 


FILL THOSE BARNS! INCREASE YOUR HERDS AND FLOCKS! 


ARKETWISE, a new chapter was 
opened by the Korean conflict. No 
one knows what the ending will be 
While the uncertainty lasts, farm prices 
probably will average higher than if war 
ouds had not appeared. \f the conflict is 
onfined to Korea, a moderate increase 1n 
military demand for. foods will occur. Out 
lays for armament are likely to be speeded 
up and will spur industrial production and 
raise civilian spending power. Buying foods 
for storage or to build inventories will be 
stimulated as long as the war scare is on 
For the stockman, it is ume to fill barns, 
granaries and cribs with provender, and to 
keep up recent expansion of herds and 
flocks, but not to plunge on the possibil 
ity that major war is in the offing. If the 
war scare passes soon, consumer demand 
for livestock products probably will hold 
near early summer levels. The industrial 
boom already in progress will carry on a 
while 


@ BEEF STEERS and heifers of good and 
better grade are likely to have at least a 
small advance in the next 60 days. At Chi 
cago, choice and prime steers have averaged 
higher in September than in July in 26 of 
the last 28 years. One of the exceptions 
was 1946 when reinstatement of ceilings 
rolled back prices temporarily in Septerm- 
ber. The other was 1933, also an abnormal 
year. Good steers have a less consistent rec- 
ord but advanced in 20 of these years. 

The price rise was small in many of 
these years and this season may fall in 
that group. Too many people have been 
counting on the return of $40 cattle. More 
cattle are being fed out for thé late summer 
and fall than last year. The cattle placed 
on feed included more yearlings and calves 
than a year previous, but they are being 
carried into longer feeds than in 1949 
Average weight of the beef steers coming 
to market has been rising and is as high 
as last year.

Seed Rye Now for 
Winter Pasture 


([OMES August and you can always find 

4 a piece of land from which you've al 
ready dug the crop, or let's admit it, where 
the stuff didn’t do so good. Some green 
pasture over there next winter, or even 
after the robins come back, would strand 
out like an oasis when you're feeling bleak 
for torage, even if you do stull have a little 
silage left then 

Last month our editor suggested seed 
ing sudan grass and soybeans in July. One 
subscriber wrote that the July issue was 
worth its weight in gold to him. Now we 
say, be sure to seed some rye, Balbo rye 
if you can get it, burt if not just good old 
winter rye—or rye and crimson clover, or 
| 


rye and vetch, or barley, or wheat, or win- 


ter Oats, of ryegrass and crimson clover. 

Sow plenty of seed—nort less than 2 
bushels of rye per acre. Same with the 
other small grains, and 25 pounds for

ryegrass, 35 for vetch 0 for crimson 
clover. Talk to the county agent, vo. azr 
teacher, or some neighbor who has seen 
how those Kansans have made a whole 
new industry out of pasturing the wheat. 

Yes, you've got to consider your lo 
cality, your livestock, and your conditions 
If you have got real good land, as many 
of you do, winter barley will give you an 
ven more leaty yield than winter rye. But 
at a low level of fertility rye’s better, and 
you may be kind of disgusted with this 
particular patch of ground. But rich or 
poor, seeding winter rye in August is nc 
mistake, especially if it rains and you can 
follow the cloud-burst with the drill. You 
can turn in on that rye by Labor Day and 
if you are careful, there wil! still be a 
little pasturage there until Christmas 

Then you can probably celebrate the first 
day of spring by grazing it again, and 
on untl June. Fall and spring, you ought 
to get 125 days of good grazing out of 
that rye. You can either graze it out or 
cut for grain, depending again on your 
relativity as to number of ruminants or 
condition of feec , or whether we're 1 
a war or not. Then disk and sow soy 
beans!

@ I'm getting ¢ and tired of battling 
nature in trying to tield-cure my first croj 
of hay. June was worse than usual, and pre 
ous little hay in our neighborhood got 
to the barn without rain. If a fellow just 
didn't give a darn, and would cut hay and 
bring it in when it got dry, it wouldn't be 
so bad. But to have a crop of nice fine 
altalfa-timothy-ladino get almost ready « 
haul in, but not quite, then to have a 
dark cloud roll up and spill out a soaking 
rain—that’s almost more than my old 
nerves can stand 

I filled the silo, but that only took half 
of it. I think that before another season 
comes I'll have to have more silo room 
That's a beautiful way to make hay. You 
can thumb your nose at the’ rain clouds 
then. With the first crop off by June 10, 
a nice second crop comes along at a time 
when ground and atmosphere are dryer. 

Maybe I should have a barn finisher—a 
blower system-—but that isn’t the complete 
answer. I stopped to see Ralph and Dick 
Tugend in Ashland county, and they were 
digusted too. Although they can chop it 
into the silo, blow it in: over their hay 
tinisher, or bale it, still they get all grades 
ot hay 

Dr. W. E. Petersen told us Jerseymen 
that New Zealanders are years ahead of us 
in their hay handling methods. Cattle live,
